Two 
secretaries were employed to mount 
his collections of stamps and anoth- 
er to arrange his covers. They had 
a weekly “budget” of 50,000 frs. to 
purchase new items. 

M. Ferrari collected stamps for 
over fifty years, until his collection 
was confiscated by the French gov-

Every now and then I get a report 
on certain precancel items, and the 
parties submitting them try to im- 
press on me that there was only a 
half sheet or a sheet of this item is- 
sued as the case may be. Many times 
I mention the item but never how 
many was supposed to be issued for 
several reasons. One reason is that in 
the precancel game demand has a 
larger part to play than supply and 
only time will tell what the demand 
will be of many general precancels. 
Another reason I never mention the 
supposedly number of stamps issued 
of a certain item is that the fact that 
it was mentioned in a precancel col- 
umn might lead some unscrupulous 
person to use that as a lever to get 
an unfairly high price out of the 
stamp from some beginner, and when 
he finds out the real value thereof we 
have lost another adherent. 


Mr. C. L. Killey of Plano, IIl., do- 
nates the editor a 3c Wm. Penn and 
a 4c Taft from Kankakee, IIl., in the 
hand electro U-120. <A recent small 
lot of virgin precancels shows 3c 
Stuarts from Waukegan, IIl., Lowell, 
Mass., and Poughkeepsie, N. Y., all 
in their regular electros. A 7c invert 
Bi-Cent. from Long Island City regu- 
lar electro, and a %c invert Wash- 
ington, D. C., double line type (U-16). 
Also came across a plate variety in 
the New York City type similar to 
U-12. Just above the normal upper 
line is a thin line making it look like 
a double line type. The thin line al- 
though very distinct is not exactly 
regular and even showing that per- 
haps it was caused by some foreign 
object on the plate or a defect of 
some nature in the plate itself,
